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Q. What can you tell me 
about the state's vaccination 
prog r a m% to reduce 
widespread disease? 

A. The; immunization 
program, directed by the 
division of disease control, in 
the state Department of 
Public Health; distributes free 
vaccine to local health 
departments, doctors and 
hospitals for polio, measles, 
rubella, diphtheria, tetanus 
and pertussis. 

.Vaccine 1 .is, provided to 47 1 
local health departments with 
the understanding that they 
will not charge for it. In 
counties not served by a 
health department, clinics are 
set up temporarily and are 
staffed by members of the 
immunization program. 

The goal of the immuniza- 
tion program is to assist in 
-the ^immunization.^ ofL_the _ 
largest number of children at 
the earliest medically indica- 
ted time. .Ideally, every child 
would receive the basic 
immunization by the age of 
two. 

The effectiveness of the 
nationwide immunization 
thrust, which began in 1965, 
can be measured in the 
marked decrease in reported 
cases of disease. In the five 
years prior to 1965, a 
national average of 450,000 
cases of measles were 
reported annually: In 1965 
and 1966, this was down 50 
percent; in 1%8, orily 22,000 
cases were reported.'; This Was 

27,000 cases reported. ^ ' 

The comparison of cases 
reported in Illinois in 1950 
and 1972 (latest figures avail-' 
able) also show a marked 
decline. Polio: dropped from 
1,941 to 0; measles from 
19,223 to 4,656; diphtheria 
from 60. to.. 3; typhoid from 
21 to 8 and pertussis from 
3.339 to 110.
